This is an Industrial Dispute between Shri T.J. Joseph , Manager , 
Chenkulam Estate, Thumpasst ry, Punalur and the workmen of the above 
Estate represented by the General Secretary, The Central Travancore Estate 
La our Congress, Punalur referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 ( 1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ( Central Act XIV of 
1947 ) by the Government of Kerala , in their order, Labour & Social 
Welfare ( H ) Department , G.O. Rt. No 1516 /69 /LSWD , Trivandrum , 
Dated 29-7-1969. The issues referred for adjudication are ( 1) wages for the 
period from 15-2-1969 to 17-6-1969 and (2 ) Payment of gratuity to the 
retrenched workers (slaughter tappers).. 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements. 

3. The case of the union stated briefly is as follows. Notice of dis 
charging 12 regular tappers were served on them on 20-12-1968 by the 
man gement and 10 slaughter tappers were also served with notice of dis 
charge. Slaughter tappers one Gopala Pillai and another Raghavan were 
not served with any notice of termination or retrenchment. These two 
workers were denied employment without any reason whatsoever. It is also 
the case of the union that the management did not implement the termsof 
settlement which had been arrived at earlier. The further case of the 
union is that the workersare entitled for wages for the period from 15-2-1969 
to 17-6-1969 and that the retrenched workers are also eligible for gratuity 
at the rate stipul ited in the memorandum of settlement. 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows. When tap 
ping work was resumed after seasonal break, the 22 tappers came for work . 
The 12 reqular tappers were directed by the Superintendent to begin tapping 
in the regular blocks allotted to each of them . The 10 slaughter tappers 
under notice of recrenchment were directed to go for field work as the mana 
gement did not want to continue uoprofitable tapping of the trees which 
had become practically dry and as the management wanted to cut down the 
trees to replant the area with high yielding trees. All the 22 workers went 
away without caring to do the work assigned to them by competent authority 
of the Estate . None of them turn : d up for work thereafter until 23-6-1969. 
On 3-3-1969 a notice was put up in the Estate Office asking the ordinary 
twelve tappers to go for tapping work and asking the ten slaugh er tappers 
to go for field work . On that day none of the 22 iappers came for work to 
the Estate . But they cime in a body to the residence of the mariager in the 
Punalur town shouting threatening slogans and they began sathyagraba 
in fornt of his residence. They were shouting violent slogans and threaten 
ing to smash the bones of anybody, who dared to go for any work in the 
estate or in the paidy land . The sathyagraha continued till 19-4-1969 , 
and the management had to seek police protection . Subsequently, there 
was conciliation conferences through the interference of the officers of the 


labour department. The work could not be conducted in the estate because 
of the del berate acts commited by the work.rs and as such , the manage 
ment is not bound to pay them their wages. The slaughter tappers had not 
worked for the sufficient number of years so that they can claim gratuity. 

5. Some evidence was also let in by the parties. Subsequently, the 
parties settled the matter out of Court and a memorandum of settlement was 
filed before Court signed by both the parties and requesting that an award 
may be pissed in terms of the settlement. The terms of the settlement are 
seem to be reasonable. In the result, as requested by the parties, an award 
is passed in terms of the settlement shown as annexure to this Award . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

2 In pursuance of n tice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements. 

3. The case of the staff association stated briefly is as follows, 
Sri A. G. Jos was working as a Clerk in the management concern . He was 
given a charge-sheet containing some false allegations against him and he 
was also suspended from service. The suspension order was served to him 
while he was under E. S. I.Medical Leave. After suspension , nothing was 
done and he was also not reinstated in service . According to the staff 
association , the action of the management in having thus kept him out of 
employment is without any justification whatsoever and he is entitled for 
reinstatement with back wages . 

4. On behalf of the management, Sri P. R. Inasu entered appearance. 
His case is that when this industrial dispute was initiated , he was the 
manager of this concern . This tile factory was sold to Sri 
V.S. Gangadharan, C. K.Radha and M. V. Devassy . After this transaction , 
his service as the Manager was dispensed with and another manager was 
appointed in his place. As such , according to him , he has at present no 
interest in this matter and the persons to whom the tile factory was sold have 
to be impleaded . Apart from filing such a statement, he has not raised any 
other contention . Subsequently, nobody appeared for the management and 
the management was declared exparte. The staff association did not want 
to implead anybody else. They want relief only against the Manager, Ollur 
Tiles, Kuttanalloor. The General Secretary of the Staff Association filed 
an affidavit in support of the claim of the association . Even though a state 
ment was filed that the tile factory has been sold to somebody else , no record 
is produced to show this. From the claim statement and the affidavit filed 
from the side of the staff association , it is seen that Sri A. G. Jos is kept out 
of employmentwithout any justification whatsoever . As such , Sri A. G. Jos 
has to be reinstated in service with back wages. In the result, I pass an 
award directing the management of Ollur Tiles, Kuttanalloor, Trichur-5 to 
reinstate Sri A. G. Jos in service and also to pay him his back wages from 
the date of his non -employment till he is reinstated in service. The manage 
ment will also pay Rs. 25 to the staff association towards costs in these 
proceedings. 

This award will come into force the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

5. Devaswom Board order ROC . No. 514/68,Land.dated 3-10-1973. 

In pursuancc the proceedings read as 1st paper above superintendence 
was sanctioned to be exercised over the management of private Ummannoor 
Anchurnoorthi Devaswom situated about 6 kms. west of Polikkottu 
Junction of the M.C. Road for a period of three years from the date of 
implimentation of the decision . Accordingly the management of the insti 
tution was subjected to departmental super intendence with effect from

Accordingly the accounts of the Devaswom were audited by the Deputy 
Devaswom Coumissioner in July 1973 and he has stated in ltis report read as 
3rd paper above that the Devaswom is sulliciently sell supporting if the 
scale of expenditure now in vogue is continued , and that as a matter of fact 
when the Department actually takes over inanagement of the institution , 
the situation may some times change and the temple employeesmay clamour 
for enhancement of pay ctc . as the scales of pay of the employees atachedt 
to the institution are far below the scales of pay now enjoyed by the temple 
employees of scheduled Devaswomis under the Board . To avertall these lie 
has recommended for the continuance of the exercise of superintendence 
over the institution for one year more . 


Accordingly recommendation was made to the Devaswom Board in thi 
office letter citedl as 4th paper above endorsing the views of the Deputy 
Devaswom Commissioner , Trivandrum . 

The Board has accordeçi sanction for the continuance of the existing 
arrangement for one year more from 4-10-1973 in the order read as 5th 


paper above. 


ORDERS THEREON 
Eventhough the affairs of the institution have improved to a great extent 
as a result of the exercise of departmental superintendence over the manage . 
ment, its finances have notbeen improved sufficiently to warrant the assump 
tion of management by the Department. As such and in pursance of the 
Devaswom Board order, it is hereby ordered that the existing arrangement 
of departmental superintendence over themanagement of theUmmannnor 
· Anchumoorthi Devaswom be continued for a further period of one year 

from 4-10-1973
